National 'bank was closed at 10:45 
today, when the following notice was 
posted on its doors: 


"This bank is in the hands of the 


comptroller of the currency. 


"Foriest Raynor, 


"National Bank Examiner." 


At the same 
time William N. 


Cromwell, the bank's attorney, gave 
out the following statement: 


"In justice to the depositors and 


stockholders of the Seventh National 
bank, William Norton Cromwell, the 
bank's attorney, 
has advised the 


bank to suspend payment." 


This action was 
taken after f. 


protracted conference in the directors' 
room of the bank, which was par- 
ticipated in by the new president, Ed- 
ward R. Thomas, ex-President Wil- 
liam H. Kimball, Edwin Gould, 
Lorenzo Semple, who is one of the. 
diiedtois, and several other members 
of the board. 
CLEARING HOUSE STATEMENT. 


After the suspension of the bank 


the following statement was made 
at the clearing house: 


"At the cleaiing house this morn- 


ing the Seventh 
came in debtor 


$644,108.90. 
The clearing house 


committee has been in session since 
0:30 a. m, awaiting (the results of the 
clearing. 
When it was found that 


the debit balance was so heavy the 
coramdtifcee communicated 
with the 


officers of the bank and was infonmed 
that the board of dircctois was in 
session and that a decision would be 
arrived at within fifteen or twenty 
minutes as to 'the action of the bank. 
In consequence of this statement the 
clearings were held back thirty min- 
uites. At 10:45 a. m. Mr. W, Nelson 
Cromwell, Hr. EdV/in G-ould and Mr. 
Thomas, president of the bank, came 
into tihe clearing house and informed 
the committee that in view of their 
heavy debit balance and for other 
reasons it was consideied wise that 
the bank should temporarily suspend. 
The clearing house committee there- 
upon directed the manager of that 
institution to eliminate from the 
clearings all operations of the Sev- 
enth National bank." 


HELD P0STOFFICE FUNDiS. 


A member of the clearing house 


committee says at this1 morning's 
meeting the name of no institution 
other than the Seventh National bank 
was referred to. 
The Seventh Na- 


tional bank was the custodian of the 
funds of the New York postoffice. 
Assistant Postmaster General Mor- 


gan said, when he heard the neiws of 
the bank's suspension: 


"The postoffice is amply protected. 


When the account was opened the 
bank put up $250,000 in gold bonds 
as security. 
The piesent state of 


the postofnce account of the bank I 
do not know, but I am investigating 
it." 


BANK POSTS NOTICE. 


At 11:30 o'clock the officials of the 


embarassed bank posted the follow- 
ing notice:
